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FOREST FIRES — OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless with 
it. This is particularly true of fires in and near woodlands. Official 
figures show that more than 98 percent of all forest fires result from 
human carelessness and can be prevented. Consequently, we may 
say “Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects far 
reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the forests, the 
protection forests provide for game and the supply of ground water. 
They upset local economies by dra sing men from gainful employ- 
ment and requiring expenditure of public funds to extinguish them. 


Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keeping the 
size of fires small but the number of fires is increasing. In 1949 there 
were 100 more fires in New Hampshire than in 1948, but they 
burned 500 acres less. For the warden and his deputies to do the 
job they are capable of, they must have the cooperation of the 
public — YOU! 


The primary objective of all fire fighters is PREVENTION— 
fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which your local forest fire 
warden and his deputies are constantly working. It can be achieved 
ONLY if YOU and YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It is 
worth YOUR effort and can be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being particu- 
larly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the warden when 
the ground is not covered with snow. 


3. Insisting that others be careful and comply with burning 
requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected and 
aiding him to extinguish it. 


Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate our most 
shameful waste.

To the Citizens of Litchfield: 


Since our last report there has been several changes at the 
School. 


In September the school opened under the supervision of Mr. 
Henry Hastings. While Litchfield liked Mr. Herbert Canfield, 
some of the other towns in the District Union wanted a change so 
Mr. Hastings was hired to take over the first of the school year and 
we find him very helpful and pleasant to work with. 


Our enrollment last year was fifty-two. This year we opened 
the fall term with enrollment of seventy-two, an increase of twenty 
over last year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


February 15, 1950 
To the Litchfield School Board: 


It is with pleasure I herewith submit my first brief report on 
your school system. 


The crisis in public education has been receiving nation-wide 
publicity. This crisis is upon us because of a rapidly increasing birth 
rate, a reluctance to raise teachers salaries in line with wages in 
industry, the inability to construct needed new buildings during and 
immediately following the war and a building boom in towns close 
to larger cities. The most optimistic say it will face us for at least 
ten years and the Federal Census Bureau sees no real relief from 
the increasing school population. 


In surveying your own school system to see how well it is facing 
this crisis, you can well feel that, unlike many school districts, you 
have been able to cope with the many problems accompanying a 
rapidly increasing school population without any overcrowding of 
classrooms or causing any teacher to have a particularly heavy load 
of pupils. 


It was very gratifying to see how smoothly the work of- ready- 
ing the extra room was carried on, how quickly and efficiently the 
three teachers became adjusted to new conditions and how capably 
Mrs. Haight has handled the added problems in preparing an ade- 
quate noon lunch for so many youngsters. None of this could have 
been accomplished but for the splendid cooperation of all concerned. 


Census figures seem to show that in another two or three years 
the three rooms will not be sufficient to care for all of the Litch- 
field children in grades 1-8. Very serious thought should be given 
to possible ways of meeting this situation when it arises. 
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There appears to be two alternatives. An addition could be 
added to the present building, thus providing the needed additional 
space or grade 8 and later grades 7 and 8 could be transported to a 
neighboring junior high school. 


There is much that can be said for and against either plan. It 
is only by thinking and talking about it now that the voters of the 
district will be able to make a decision when the need arises. 


In conclusion I should like to thank the school board for the 
fine cooperation shown me thus far. It is a real inspiration to work 
with a school board and teachers who seem to have the best interests 
of the children at heart and are willing to give these interests a first 
place in their thinking.
